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9. The method according to claim 8, wherein the bovine is selected from a 
multiparous cow and a primiparous cow. 

10. The method according to claim 8, wherein the bovine is a multiparous 
cow. 

11. The method according to claim 1, wherein the antigen is selected from 
the' group consisting of hen egg white lysozyme, human serum albumin, 
tyrosine-glycine-alanine-lysine copolymer and ovalbumin. 

12. The method according to claim 11, wherein the antigen is ovalbumin. 

13. The method according to claim 12, wherein the antigen is formualted 
with an adjuvant selected from the group consisting of Freunds complete 
adjuvant (FCA), non-ulcerative Freunds adjuvant (NUFA), complete 
NUFA and mycobacteria cell wall extract. 

14. The method according to claim 1, wherein the antigen is formulated 
into a vaccine. 

15. The method according to claim 14, wherein the vaccine is Escherichia 
coli J5. — ^ 

16. The method according to claim 1, wherein a source for measuring the 
antibody response is selected from the group consisting of blood and milk. 

17. The method according to claim 7, wherein the measuring of the 
antibody response at least once before the onset of f-hp stress is at about 8
